JAY WALK 


IS MENACE | 
TO SAFETY. 


Many Pedestrians, Failing 
to Observe Pathways, Hurt 
in February. 


Jay-walking stands at the head 
of the list as the cause of the 
greatest number of automobile ac- 
cidents in this city during Febru- 
ary. According to the Safety Bu- 


- 


reau of the Automobile Cad et 


Southern California, 388 pei 
were injured here in auto - 
dents during the month and eighty- 
one of the victims are listed as 
“pedestrians who were not looking 
where they were going.” 

The next highest mark was set 
by drivers. The club states that 
sixty-five persons were injured be- 
cause vehicles were insufficiently 
lighted, the general complaint be- 
ing that the headlights were not 
burning. Forty-nine persons were 
hurt because somebody took the 
right of way unlawfully. The re- 
port says that twenty-three per- 
sons were injured because they be- 


in the midd 
children were injured while play- 
ing in the streets. 

Axtomobiles and 
w involved in 195 the acci- 
dents for the month. Ninety-three 
collisions between automobiles oc- 
curred, while only sixteen street 
cars bumped into automobiles 
The records show that 286 of th 
369 accidents occurred in the resi 
dence district. 

Owing to the fact that all acci- 
dents are supposed to be reported 
to the police department, Police 
Statistician Lyons submits a some- 
what more lengthy accident report 
for February, in which lists 
2587 traffic accidents, with thirty 
persons killed outright and 606 in- 
jured. He says that 256 were hurt 
by motorcycles and 162 in auto 
collisions. 

There were forty-nine victims of 
speeders of whom four were hit by 
unknown drivers whose identities 
were never learned. One person 
was killed in this way. Forty chil- 
dren playing in the streets were 
hit by automobiles and one was 
killed. Inattentive drivers are 
blamed for five deaths and for in- 
juries to 100 persons. Forty- 
seven persons were the victims of. 


drivers who speeded past standing 


In one in- 
stance, three children were run 
down by an unidentified motorist 
while they were waiting for a 
street car to stop.

ASSEMBLE AT CARMEL. 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIANS TO 


BE HOSTS AT SESSION 
THIS MONTH. 


The next semiannual! convention 
of the California Advertising- 
Service Association will be held 
at Carmel. March 19. 20 and 21, 


Edison Company's local distribut- 
ing system was clinched yesterday 
without the transfer of titles when 
officers of the company handed of- 
ficials of the Bureau of Power and 
Light an agreement to accept the 
terms of purchase at the price 
agreed upon and to deliver the 
certificates of title as soon as they 
can be brought down by the title 
companies. 

The price for the system, as 
agreed upon four years ago, is $11,- 
000,000, and this sum the Bureau 
of Power and Light has officially 
agreed to deliver to company's as 
soon as the latter can deliver the 
papers, which will be In the course 
of a couple of weeks, it is expected. 
The money has been deposited by 
the city in a local bank, and can be 
delivered at any time, it is stated. 

According to the terms of the 
agreement entered into by the 
company and the Bureau of Power 
and Light four years ago the sale 
was to have been consummated 
yesterday, and it was legally closed, 
according to Special Counsel 
Mathews of the Bureau of Power 
and Light, because both sides ex- 
changed official communicationa, 
signifying their intention to com- 


ing a meeting of the local chapter 
of the organisation. 

While no definite program has 
been made known, it is reported 
Northern California members of 
the association, who will be con- 
vention hosts at the spring con- 
clave, are bent on outdoing the 
Catalina convention of last Septem- 
ber. From K. L. Hamman of Oak- 
land, vice-president, it is learned 
a special secretary will be in charge 
of preparation details for three 
weeks preceeding the meeting to 
insure the utmost success of the 
convention. 

Among the subjects that will re- 
ceive special attention at the 
March meeting, it is understood, 
are a number of the problems now 
connected with different phases of 
advertising agency service.

When Senator Harding was nominated 


were afraid that the nominee 
would not have the “world touch” nécessary 
for a grasp of the situation. There was a 
prevalent fear that, coming from Marion, 
O., he didn’t know about the ocean and the 
lands thatelie beyond the seas. The idea 
seemed to be that only by a fixed and 
habitual familiarity with the Heboken docks 
could any statesman understand world prob- 
lems. But, alas, for all prophets! 

No President in the history of the White 
House has shown a wider, finer grasp of 
world politics than President Harding. The 
country editor from this little, one-horse 
Ohio town has the vision and the universal 
qualities of 
statesmen. 

Looking back over world events since 
the armistice, it is clear that President 
Wilson saw with the narrow vision of a 
“single-track” mind. President Harding has 


shown the wide vision of a big, broad states- 


man. 

The international policies of Mr. Wilson 
were lacking in constructive imagination. 
His remedy for establishing the future sta- 
bility of world peace was to fuss around 
fixing the boundary lines between two bick- 
ering little Balkan states whose greatest 
need was bathtubs—not boundaries. In or- 
der to have his way in this he threw aside 


the problems ot the Pacific as being of no 


significance. 
President Harding, on the other hand, had 
the big vision to see that the old order had 


passed. He was statesman enough to real- 


ige that the interminable squabbles in the 
Balkans which had led to wars without 


number were dead. He saw that the events 


of the European war had forever killed the 
“Balkan question,” that the center of world 
interest had shifted to the Orient. i 

Instead of following Mr. Wilson's strange 
idea that Shantung was but an inconsider- 
able straw in the wind compared with the 


boundary line between two Balkan back 


yards, Mr. Harding saw that it is in the 
Orient that danger threatens. And he di- 
rected his curative efforts to the seat of 
the disease. As a result, the world is now 
as securely fixed in a status of peace as 
at any time for the last two hundred years. 
Mr. Harding has also put his finger on 
the question of ship subsidies as the crucial 
point in the new era that is opening for 
America. | 
Mr. Wilson's idea was for America to 
project herself into Wuropean affairs by 
some mysterious psychic impulse, without 
any practical way to get there. | 
Mr. Harding idea is for this nation to 
to its own affairs in so far as that 
is practically possibile, but to equip our- 
selves with the merchant marine that is so 
essential to our absolutely necessary over- 
seas activities.

Has there ever been a nation which long 
survived the bowing down of its govérn- 
ment to a military class? Is there any rea- 


son to believe that a group which swiftly 
attains its initial demands will be content 


with only one gratuity? Indeed, is it not 


human nature to exercise power when once 


it is fully felt? 


But the American soldier will at once 


protest that he would be the first to fight 
any 


face, carries dread consequences with it. 

If the country is to be preserved it is not 
enough that men fight for it. They must 
think for it as well. We must not only 
mean well, but act well. And to act well 
we must think clearly.

Yet all the while ft reeks of 
heaven-sent opportunities for per- 
manent greatness, for the sort of 
art that lives through the ages, the 
sort of art that never palls. 

It could so easily be the greatest 
factor for growth. for development, 
for the happiest kind ‘of education, 
for superb enlightenment, for pub- 
lie inspiration and aspiration. 

It would surely be a sorry thing 
for the next generation if it really 
did accept the film morality, the 
film ideals, the film manners, eth- 
ies, standards, deportment as a cri- 
terion of life as they should live 
it. In the films it Is perfectly good 
form to read any letter one finds 
lying about, it is 
form for the pretty, vulgar, little

There 
are nine films of this kind for every 
one that has a real honest-to-good- 
ness theme. 

And that is why the legitimate 
stage, which has in the main tried 
to raise ite standards, raise the 
whole tone of its profession. raise 
its ideals of both art and morality, 
is in no danger of decay and de- 
mise and survives what onee 
geemed like a death-dealing com- 
petition. That is why poor actors 
frem the legitimate find salvation 
in the films, while first-class film 
actors graduate to the lecitimate. 

But fortunately the film ts no 
longer contented with its achieve 
ments and the great transition ts 
taking place.
